Washington, March 19.~Tb«Coear 


d' Aleno iavestigrafion was resumed 
today by the house committee on 
military affairs with J. H. Forney, 
special prosecutor at the scene at the 
time of tlie disorder, on the stand. 
Representative Hay, of Virginia, di- 
rected the examination with a view 
of disclosing how far the U. S. troops 
were under the control and direction 
of Gov. Steunenberg and his execu- 
tive official in Shoshone county, Bart- 
lett Sinclair. Mr. Hay asked if Gen. 
Merriam was responsible as command- 
er, not only of the troops, bat also of 
the affairs In the district in general.

or Bury Them Alive.

One reason why this fatniue Is ex- 


pected to be worse than the last one is 
that the water supply seeuis to he giv- 
ing out in rnaay parts of the country. 


A mission school iu Berar is so bard 


pressed that the children have to walk 
six miles to Ond water enough to wash 
their clothes. Many others have to buy 
water as they buy bread. 


I have passed through two dreadful 


famines in India, In 1S77 and 18f>7 and 
have witnessed some fearful scenes. 
I have senn children so reduced by 
starvation that when food was offered 
to them they could uot eat It and the 
only way'to nourish them was to rub 
cod liver oil over their shrunken bodies. 


One little fellow in our own orphan- 


age at Satara was so far gone that our 
best efforts could not save him. He 
lingered eloug between life and death 
for several mouths aud then passed 
away. 


It seems strange to us in America 


that parents in India who are reduced 
to such extremeties should be willing 
and even o.ager to dispose of their lit- 
tle children, and especially their little 
girls, in any way possible. 
ID this 


country mothers would give the;:- own 
lives to save the lives of their children, 
but In India we find parents selling 
their little girls for n rupee or even 
less.. 


Sometimes they desert their children | 


in the streets or in the jungle, and oc- i 
casionully tlipy trv to kill them out- 
right. 


The litst mail brought its letters from 


missionaries in Ahzucdaagar, in which 
the following cases are mentioned: A 
little girl was left by her parents be- 
hind a prickly pear hedge. They piaced 
somti of the fruit of the prickly psnr— 
f.'Ueu only iu case of desperate want- 
by ber side and promised to return 
soon and bring some more.

Designer Watson has been given the 


order to get out the lines of the new 
challenger, -which, by the -way, will be 
called the Erin. ilr. Watson is now 
•working up tho preliminaries and 
thinking matters out, and be -will be 
prepared to give out the coatract as 
soon as the terms for the next match 
are arranged between the Royal Ulster 
and the New York Yacht clubs. 


Charles Russell, who is Sir Thomas 
pton's legal advi=er. bos looked into 


all the terms of former matches and 
has found out that the .New York 
Yacht club In the Yalkyrie III match 
is on fecora—TIZ. "Is case Ynltjri? in 
Is not the fastest' British yacht after 
trial then you (Dunraren) will be al- 
lowed to substitute such yacht for the 
challenger." 


These terms •will be asked by Sir 


Thomas because he will send both the 
Shamrock and the Erin, over to your 
side ia the late spring of 3901 and thus 
give them a chance of at least two 
months of trial practice before the 
grand evsnt comes off.

Improved Shamrock be faster than the 
Erin then, as in the case of the Val- 
kyrie III, Sir Thomas will ask that 
the faster of the two yachts be named, 
and what the members of the New 
York Yacht club offered Lord Dtm- 
raTcti ti:ry will surely grant to Sir 
Thomas Liptoa. Both yachts, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the mutual 
agreement clause previously agreed on, 
will be towed over under the same 
conditions as the Shamrock, and they 
should make the passage in 13 days.

Sandy Hook, and every day outside of 
Sunday will be given to racing over 
the regular America's cup course dis- 
tance. 


Sir Thomas is undecided whether he 


will be in America In July or August, 
but that he will be over during one 
of these months is a certa.inty. He

The chances are that the 


matches will be sailed during August 
or early September, and It may be 
earlier, for Sir Thomas Intends if pos- 
sible to have both of his boats on this 
side In late April or early May and 
have them ready for a mateb not more 
than 60 days after arrival. 


On an early day Sir Thomas will In- 


formally send a letter to the New York 
Yacht club Informing the members of 
his intention to challenge, so as to 
have a holding above others who may 
contemplate challenging. As he has 
stepped aside for a year, he feels be- 
fore the match takes on that his future 
attempts to lift the cup should not be 
uncertain so far as the lodgment of 
the challenge for 1001 Is concerned.

The Trans-Siberian railroad is very

The 
road is divided into sections of one 
verst, or five-eighths of a mile. In a 
neat little log house, usually in a gar- 
den, live the guard and his people. 
The average family is a wife and five 
tow-headed children. The houses were

of increasing families. The guard or a 
member of his family must patrol his 
section night and day. He steps to the 
side of 'the track as the train ap- 
proaches and after it has passed steps 
back into the middle of

Says R«v. Graham, Who Delivered 


St. Patrick's Day Lecture.

The annual St Patrick's entertain- 


ment and lecture held In music hall 
Saturday evening was attended by a 
surge and appreciative audience. 
Be- 


"ore and after the lecture, tbe children 
of St. Rose school tendered select and 
beautiful musical numbers which were 
artistically executed, and highly ap- 
preciated by the audience. Rev. E. P. 
Graham, pastor of the Catholic church 
at Shelby, Ohio, was the speaker of 
;he evening. 
His lecture on "The 


Secret of Irish History" was a master-] 
ly effort and he held the strict atten- 
ion of his auditors for an hotsr and a 


. The lecture was a conrinaons 


flow of oratory and historical truths, 
interrupted only by the applauds of 
the audience. 
Father Graham re- 


viewed the history of the Irish people 
from the earliest times to tbe present. 
Told of their hardships, their persecu- 
tions, and great forbearance; of their 
hospitality, love of right and liberty. 
He spoke of Ireland's ready conver- 
sion to' the Christian religion by St. 
Patrick in the year 432,£and of the 
spreading by them of that faith to 
other countries where at that time the 
Christian religion was almost un- 
known. 
He said the Irish people 


were not famous for their wealth, or 
great worldly possessions, but their 
love for principle, love for virtue, and 
hoaesty, made them a nation admired 
by tbe world at large. The reverend 
speaker alluded to tbe manner in 


efe the Banes and the English had 


brutalized and endeavored to put. the 
Irish race out of existance, and when 
almost annihilated and starved to 
death by English tyranny, their love 
and fidelity to their faith and religion 
which 
St. 
Patrick had insiilltd 


into 
their 
noble 
hearts, 
kept 


them 
from total destruction. The 


Irish people bad endured more suffer- 
ing and piiyations than any other race 
in the world. He referred to the years 
of famine in Ireland, when America 
and other generous countries sent their 
ship loads of meal and 
Hour, which 


never reached them. It was confis- 
cated by the English landlords and 
fed to stock and the beast of the Qekl, 
while thousands of Ireland's starving 
population were found dead by the 
roadside with grass and weeds protud- 
ing from their mouths, with which 
they endeavored to keep the apart of 
life ia their emaciated bodies. In 
conclusion Father Graham said that 
Ireland could gain her freedom with 
one word, one stroke of the pen, if she 
would renounce her faith, but her peo- 
ple throughout all the vicissitudes of 
their extraordinary history, have re- 
mained "true to the taith," through 
all the wails of Erin's exiles; through 
all the dying moans of her outcast 
children, as they famished by the way- 
side and the bitter torments of her 
legion of martyrs; that faith has 
remained unaltered, unshaken, uncon- 
quered, because it came, as does the 
church that gave it, from the home of 
the eternal, immutable God; and by 
the same God's decree it shall remain 
intact and unblemished 
throughout 


the dispersion, till the judgment of the 
nations in the vslley of Jeboshaphat,. 
as a testimony to Christ aad a witness 
against error. As the people of the 
green isle have suffered much in. the 
past, the day will surely come when. 
Ireland will triumph, and stand aa a 
shining star before the whole world,, as 
the most noble o£ God's creations. 
The secret of Irish history, said Father 
Graham, is, that during the time of 
their persecution, they prepared them- 
selves for the spreading of the faith 
which St. Patrick gave to 
have, up to the present, actively en- 
gaged in spreading that faith to all
